THE WOOL MARKET.—The price of wool, 


we »ee stated, ia likely to rule lower this year 
than last. In the Eastern markets the rates 
are from ten to twelve cents per Ib. below 
those of last year, while in England, owing to 
the reduction iu tho prices of woolen fabrics, 
and tlie increasing use of cotton with wool, the 
price of tbe latter has declined 20 per cent, be- 
low laxt year's figures. The Pittsburgh Post, 
referring to the condition of the market at thu 
AVeit, says: 


At this time, in 1853, a very large amount of 


the wool clip wna engaged on the sheep'* back, 
Rpoculntnrs having bought it up in advance; 
this year but tittle of this, if any wa* done.— 
Tho whole clip will, therefore, come upon the 
market. Last year tbe supply of the previous 
season was exhausted, and manufacturer* were 
eager buyers from the start; this year there 1* 
a considerable stock over—enough to lait man- 
ufacturers until tho new crop leeks purebaters. 
The present clip moreover, is much larger than 
any that has preceded it, the high prioei pre- 
vailing last year having induced former* to 
•ave all they could. All theis fact* tend to de- 
pression of prices.
